The suffering of the Sciots will be long 
remembered ; and, it is sincerely to be hoped, that their fase 
will nerve the arms of their countrymen, and lead to that deter- 
mined conduct which can alone insure to them safety and success. 








Politics of Lurope. 


The arrival of a Ship from England, bringing Papers of 
twenty days Inter date than those previously received, must very 
naturally excite the sanguine hopes of all Newspaper Readers: 
and to satisfy these, as far as we are able, we devote the whole 
of our present Number to Selections of Euglish News, chiefly 
from Liverpool Papers between the 24th of May and 12th of 
June, with the exception of the last Sheet only, which is occupied 
by Debates of the early part of May, previously prepared for pub- 
lication. Our Correspondents will, we trast, excuse the omission 
aid delay ef their Commanications for a day or two, till the 
pressure of our English News is lightened. 


A Commercial Letter of considerable interest, addressed by 
one of the first Houses in Liverpool to'an Establishment of equal 
respectability here, will be found in a subsequent page, accoin- 
panied with the state of the Liverpool Market for East India 
Produce, up to as late a date as the 12th of June. 





The news from the continent is devoid of particular interest, 
They supply the asnal quantity of contradictory statement rela- 
tive to Rassia aud Turkey—long surmises, romours, and asser- 
tions, frought with mysterious nothingness, The following para- 
grapb, however, serves to shew the yet feverish state of the pub- 
blic mind in France, with respect to the Bourbons. The fracas 
was called forth in consequence of hostility to an election retara, 
which was the work of only a few individuals: 


Lyons, May 11.—(From a mercantile letter.) —Yesterday 
wo had violent scenes here between the people and the soldiery, 
on account of the election—the Royalists were in the Hotel de 
Ville, and called out ‘ Vive le Roi!’ Oa which a mags of from 
6 te 7000. men, who had assembled in the Place Terrnux, fell 
on the soldiers, and in some measure overpowered them. Tao 
whole afternoon in every street was heard the seditious cry of 
* Down with the Bourbons! Down with the King! Vive la Liberté 
—pitchers and flowerpots were thrown from the windows on the 
soldiers. Ia short, things went on dreadfully, and several per- 
sons were killed. Even the life of the Perfect was attempted. 
It was only possible to still the movoment by communicating to 
the military (3,000 strong) orders to fire on the people. How- 
ever, tranquillity is yet far from being fully restored, 


The Constitutionnet, French paper of Satarday last, has 
pablished a Rassian declaration of War, against Turkey, which 
it found in its letter box! That such a document should first find 
its way into the world through sach a channel as tho letter-box 
of a Parisian paper, is improvable and ridiculous. The affairs 
between these two powers, may, we think, be still considered to 
be im sta!u quo; and we are tired of idle specalation on the subject. 


We understand, from authority almost as good as that 
upon which Joun Butt was of late accustomed to deal out bis 
demi-official scraps of Office-news oa oceasion of Arrivals from 
Eagiland, that Lieutenant Colonels Heanessey and Dalton af the 
Beagal Army, retired from the Service in the middie of May 
jast. The progress of promotion in this Army, a3 we learn 
from our Military Correspondent, has been slower in the upper 
ranks, or Line Steps as they are technically called, than almost 
any be ever before remembers, only 3 or 4 steps of this descrip- 
tion liaving occurred in the Infantry branth daring the year, 
inclusive of those above mentioned, With great deference to the 
supposed superior weight in such matters, of our late Rival, we 
notwithstanding hazard a conjecture that the “Army Arrange- 
ments” are not yet complete, nor even on the eve of completion ; 
althoagh many months have gone over our heads since the Print 
alluded to assured its Military friends that the promised land was 
already in sight; and according to his clear official vision, ap- 
parently fowiog with milk and honey. 


The varieties that crowd on our attention will sufficiently 
occupy all our space, aod perhaps be more interesting to the rea- 
der than comments on incidents and events that carry their own 
foterpretation with them. We proceed therefore at once to the 
contents of the Liverpool Papers just received. 


Liverpool, June 7, 182@.—We last weck recorded the capture 
ef Scio by tho Turks, and the sabseq ict barbarities they there 
committed. Letters from Trieste assert, “that the Turks used 
Congreve rockets in firing the town; should this prove trac, every 
British heart will be filled with indignation. It is in this manner 
that the legitimate Turks, the frieuds of barbarism, and, conse- 
q ently, of the present European system, put down their rcbel- 
lious subjects—the Christian Greeks, whose forefathers civilized 
the world. All Englishmen, worthy of the name, however, pity 
their fate, and deeply lament their inability to lend their assist- 
ance to them in their extremity. That the Russian army may, 
bovwever, revenge their sufictings; must be the sincerest wish of 
every liberal mind. No more must be seid by the English Go- 
vernment of the iniquity of African slavery. There are now 
Christian slaves ; there are cultivated and civilized families car- 
ried inte slavery by the legitimate Goverameat of Turkey, The 
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Spain.—Some internal commotions continue alill to agitate 
several of the provinces; buat the enthusiastic patriotism of the 


majority ef the people, it is fully anticipated, will soon restore 
general order and tranquillity. 


The report of the Committee of Finance on the marine bad- 
get, read tu the Cortes on the 20th ultimo, recommends a navy 
“compatible with the mercantile marine and the resources of the 
treasury.” That proposed by the budgetis, indeed, very limited, 
being ouly five ships of the jive, four frigates, two corvettes, two 
brigantines, four schooners, seventeen for military purposes; 
and besides, onc corvette, four brigantines, and five schooners, 
for the service of mails. Total tweaty-seven vesse!s of all classes. 


Cape of Good Hope.—Painfal accounts bave lately been re- 
ceived of the great distress of the agricultural emizrants, in con- 
seqaence of the failare of the crops for two seasons. Many of 
them were absolately starving. Some relief has been adwiaister- 
ed from Cape-twon, but not sufficient to check the alarmin- dig- 
tress. [tis said the emigrants are indignant at their treatment, 
but dare not give vent to their complaints, lest the slender sup- 
ply from Cape-town be cut off by the Governor, who, as he has 
ten thousand pownds« year for his own provision, may not be 
casily persuaded of the real extent of the calamity.

mation canbe managed. So far from thinking that the affairs 
of the Americans suffer from this low scale of salary, we are con- 
vineed that it isone reason why they are so ably conducted. 
Their minister is a man of business—ours a man of ton;—-the one 
is in his bureau, while the other is in the ball room ;—the one is 
famous for successful negociations—the other for brilliant enter- 
tainments and choice wines ;—the one is Jabouring for the solid 
advantage of his country—the other is feasting or fiddling for 
“the honour and dignity of his.”—-Scetsman,

Liverpool, May 24. 18 2 —Cwil List and Ministerial Jobs.— 
Mr. Lennard’s recent motion to take into consideration the ex- 
penses of part of the Civil List, and the motion respecting the 
embassy to Switzerland, which Mr. Warte brought forward on 
the succeeding night, bear such resemblance to each gther in their 
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objects, as wellas in the discussion ta which they rise, and in 
their results, that we shall consider them under one head, and 
endeavour, as briefly as possible, to coavey the spirit of a protrac- 
ted discussion, which, if fully reported, would occupy ihe whole 
of our journal, whilst, in fact, it possesses little interest, except 
inasmuch as it tends to cxemplify the pertinacions adherence of 
ministers to a system of profligate and ruinous expenditure ; and 
serves to illustrate the necessity of that kind of reform which 
would wrest the public purse from the gripe of borough-faction, 
and place it at the disposal of discreet and honest men, in whom 
the nation could repose well-grounded confidence. One argument 
advauced by Mr. Lennard, in support of the general reduction of 
the Civil List, will have much more weight with the public than 
it could be expected to have inan assembly constituted and in- 
fluenced as the House of Commons notoyiously is: por were we 
at all surprised to find that the pseudo representatives of the peo- 
ple should turna deaf ear toa proposition, on the reasonableness 
aod justice of which, honest and unsophisticated men can only 
entertain one opinion, The Civil Listhas been augmented from 
time te time, because the value of money ha! fallen in the coun- 
try ;—but now, that the value of the currency has risen, and that 
the same principle, if acted apon, would disadvantageously affect 
the interests of placemen,the argumentis not to be admitted ; 
and the saviyg which ought toaccrue tothe public is a feather in 
the seale, when the influence of the Crown and of the borough- 
faction are in danger of being affected, Joall such emergencies, 
we uniformly find, that, in the ministerial tactics, * sauce for a 
goose is not sauce for a gander.” 


Mr. Lennard, as if he were addressing men acting an the 
principles of moral responsibility, observed, that * It was hardly 
necessary that he should recal to the recollection of Members bis 
Majesty’s gracious speech, delivered in the beginoing of the 
session; and in which he had recommended to that House, 
in the most decided terms, the adoption of economicel mea- 
sures. He was sorry to say, that that speech had been fol- 
lowed up by its own makers—by its very peoners—coming 
down to the Hoase, and, in defiance of their own proposi- 
tions, contending that no practical good would result frow the 
adoption of retreuchments.” With this fact in his recollec- 
tion, what prospect of success could Mr. Lennard entertain from 
any appeal to the Honourable House on moral grounds? and yet 
we find himurging apon their attention, that the measure of re- 
trenchwent which he recommended, would, if adopted, be bene « 
ficial to the country in a moral sease, by proving to the people, 
that there was “ some sincerity in those professions of sympathy 
for their sufferings which the House of Commons had so repeat- 
edly made.” Could Mr. Lennard imagine that such a conside- 
ration as this would inflaencé ministers, of whom he bad himself 
previously declared, that the vast expenses with which they bdr- 
dened the country were in no way conducive to the proper re 
presentation of the sovereign, or to the advancement or distine- 
tion of any body else; but that they were merely a means 
by which they were enabled to purchase those venal, services, 
which otherwise they would be unable to procare.” If ministers 
really do thus sacrifice the public interests to those of theirowa 
creatures, we need be atno loss to account forthe fact stated by 
Mr. Lennard, that, “ in proportion as Switzerland had fallen ia 
the scale of Europe (hear, from the Ministerial benches) had the emo- 
laments of the ambassador been inoreased, until now they were 
actually twenty times the amount formerly paid.” 


If the ministers, without a standing army or yeomanry cx 
valry at their beck, were to hear that a powerful invading enemy 
had effected a landing on our shores, they could not be seized 
with a panic much greater than that which they feel whencver, in 
their Honourable House, any allusion is made to the economical 
policy of the United States. To model their scheme of Govern- 
ment after Yankee fashion would be as odious in their eyes, as 
it would be for a dandy Diplomatist to be compeNed to exchango 
his superb robes, aad his stars and gartérs, for the sober costume 
of Benjamin Franklin, As some litte penance for their habitual 
transgressions, we are, therefore, always pleased when their pro- 
fligacy is contrasted with republican simplicity; and the follow. 
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ig passage in the speech of Mr. Lennard, together with some 
forcible observations of Sir J. Mackintosh, delighted us in the 
exact degree that they “galled the enemy.” 

“¢ Comparing 1792 with the present era, it would be found 
that all the minor states of the continent were made dependent 
upon one or other ef the members of the grand quintuple alliaace. 
Nevertheless, the most costly embassies were kept up at these 
inferior courts, In 1792 the whole expense of ambassadors in 
Htaly was £10,000, yet now it approached to £18,000. Ia 1792, 
the embassy to the United States of America cost £3,670, and 
now £7,426. The British minister there was paid £6,000; and 
this fact was most remarkable, since it was actually more by 
£500 a year thad the Legistatare allowed to the President of the 
United States. The only pretence for paying so largely in Ea- 
rope was, that our ministers might live upon a scale suited to 
the Court in which they resided; but in America our Ambassador 
enjoyed an allowance beyond the salary of the Chief Magistrate 
ef the Repablic, Now with all regard to our rank in Barope, he 
could not help hoping that cre long ministers would see the 
wecessity of imitating the wise and economical policy of that 
great and flourishing republic.” 


Successor to Mr, Canning—At length the secret is out; and 
the statement we made some weeks since is fully confirmed. Mr. 
Gladstone aspires to be the successor to Mr. Canning, as we are 
plainly told by the Livanroot Counter of Wednesday. His 
correspondent, who breaks the ice on this occasion, and respect- 
ing whose identity we shall not indulge in surmise, informs us 
that “the question has been pat to Mr. Gladstone by some of his 
friends, whether or not he will consent to be brought forward at 
the ensuing election to represent Liverpool? and that bis answer 
Bas been, that if the town thinks proper to require it, be will con- 
sider it a distinguished honour, and will vacate bis preséut seat; 
bat unless applied to, be has no intention of offering himself.” 


There are, however, more parties necessary tu a wegociation 
of this description than Mr. Gladstone and his immediate friends 
and connections ;—there is the pablic, or rather that portion of 
the public by whom the elective franchise is monopolized, under 
the present preposterous system, of which Mr. Gladstone is an 
advocate: and asthe lavish expenditure, inseparable from an 
eleetion-eontest for the rotten borengh of Liverpool, isa part of 
the system, Mr. Gladstone and bis friends, in the event of his be- 
coming a candidate, will haye to pay smartly for the said system 
which “ works so well,” as their friend Canning has repeatedly 
told them. How the great body of freemen, as they are called, 
may fcel disposed towards Mr. Gladstone, we cannot determine ; 
as they are too often swayed by motives which are any thing but 
honourable and patriotic. Thereis a schism eveo amongst the 
Tory and Backbone factions on this subject, originating in mo- 
tives of an interested nature. It is objected to Mr. Giadstoue, 
that he or his immediate connections are concerned in almost 
every branch of businass carried on in the town, to the great de- 
triment of the master-tradesmea.

drish Misery. —A circumstance, which bas just come to our 
knowledge, shows the dreadful extremities to which the famish- 
ing people of some parts of Ireland are reduced. A vessel laden 
with oatmeal was, last week, boarded and plandered of her whole 
cargo, consisting of about sixty tons. She was, at the time, dis- 
tant about six miles from the bay of Kilala; and the predatory 
party consisted almost’ entirely of wretched aad desperate fe- 
males, who came but in boats in sach numbers as to render 
apy resistance in vain. No violence was offered to the crew. 


Proposed additional Duty on Cotton.—The paragraph on this 
subjectin a preceding page, which was prepared for insertion 
last week, should have beca concluded by the statement, that, in 
sonsequeace of prompt aad vigorous opposition on the part of 
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the Manchester Chamber of Commerce, the intentions of ministers 
on that subject have been abandoned. The very attempt, how- 
ever, at such a period, strongly marks the sincerity of Govern- 
ment in respect to their professions of forbearing further pressure 
of taxation on the commercial community, who, even with the 
present low prices of food, are about neck and neck in the race of 
competition with the less-loaded foreigner. 


Distress in Ircland.—The mass of evidence received by the 
Liverpool! Committee, as to the extent of the distress in Ireland, 
is sufficient to dispel every doubt which the most aceptical may 
entertain as tothe necessity of large and immediate contributions 
to relieve it. Our brother editors have,from day to day, pub- 
lished various anthentic documents on the subject, and we now 
beg leave to request the attention of our readers tothe following ; 


Extract of a letter, dated ‘‘ Ballina, May 18, 1822,” to 
Cropper, Benson, end Ce. 


* Among the paor here, distress does indeed exist to an ex- 
tent that is traly alarmiag ; not only are our streets and highways 
crowded with a multitude of miserable mendicants, men, women 
and children, whose squalid and meagre appearance at once pro- 
claims their necessities, bat a great number of tradespeople, and 
labourers of industrious and regular habits, deserving a better 
fate, are piniog in their wretched habitations, on a single scanty 
meal in the day, being the utmest the fruitsef their earnings can 
purchase: such is the want of employmentaad consequent sear~ 
city of money. Thisis not all: symptomsof disease are already 
appearing ; and to famine, we are apprehensive the no less dreade - 
ful scourge of pesti'ence will be superaded. The reflection, too, 
that the time of effectual relief is far distant, isno light aggrava- © 
tion of the present privations. There is a plentiful supply of 
grain and oatmeal in the country, at prices which cannot fairly be 
deemed high. The utter want of means to parchase, is the imme- 
diate cause of distress. Wewoald not, however, advise the dis- 
tribation of moncy ; relief would, iv eur opinion, be more jadici- 
ously applied by a sale of oatmeal at a reduced prive to the 
necessitous trader, people, and labourers; aud a partial gratai- 
tous distribation to sach as are destitute of means and inca- 
pable of jabour. Suppose, for instance, 100 tons of oate 
meal to be bad at £1500 or £1600, to be sold or distribu. 
ted so as to prodace £100, the deficiency to be supplied by 
the contributions of the cha itable and benevolent, whom the 
Almighty has blessed withthe means of affording such relief, : 
Here the inhabitants who could, have been supporting a 
great number this some time past, privately. The numbers 
are so increased, and the cry of hunger become at length so 
general and so appalling, that a public meeting of our town was 
convened to-day, ata very short notice, toconsalt and adopt 
means for affording relief on some more extended scale. £150 
was subscribed in a few minutes by a few individuals, This sum 
will probably be doabled or trebled in the course of next week ; 
but, it will not, after all, give a tithe of the relief that is imperiously call- 
ed for by the exigency of “thetime. We propose to employ as many 
labourers as our fands will admit of, ia clearing the bed of our ri- 
ver, and otherwise improving our navigation, &c. giving such wa- 
ges as will enable them to buy provisions at the redaced rates ; 
this offer, we need hardly say, will be received as a most welcome 
relief to amultitade, who are not afforded any other mode of earn- 
iog a subsistence. A committee is formed to solicit aid and de- 
vise such measures and plans of relief, as may be best calculate 
ed to micet the exigencies of the time. The munificent donations 
and subscriptions onyour side have attracted general admirati- 
on: they are well calcalated to call forth oar most grateful ac- 
knowledgements, and will serve more to draw us nearer to bach 
other, in real union of feeling and sentiment, than all the political 
measores, that politicians have been devising for years past.”

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Late Liverpool Papers. 


Liverpool, Friday, June 7, 1#22.-—— Reduction of Tacation — 
Rfter all the protestations of ministers, that reduction had been 
eartied to the farthest practicable extent, they have beea com- 
petied to make seme farther cancession to the public voice ; and, 
rather than resign their places, they will yield much more ; 
although, as in the partial earrender of the salt tax, they may 
neither do it with a good grace, nor with all possible advantage 
to the community, . Whilst they have reduced the duty on this 
peoesaary of life from Gftecn shillings to two shillings, it is under- 
stood tha: the whole expensive machiaery of collection and 
manasement will be retained in full vigour, although the charges 
of collecting will thereby amount to about 20 per cent. upon the 
whole tax. What then?—all this is necessary to support the 
fofuence of the Crown! In ordinary life. what would the world 
think of that man, who, with a view to retrieve hig ombarrassments 
should retire from a splendid mansion of £1500 a-year, to a smal- 
ler house of £200, and carry with him all the servants which 
were maintained on bis larger establishment ?— Although, in our 
opinion, the Goverament would have acted with more wisdom 
had they wholly abolished the tax, we do not deny that the coun- 
try will benefit by what they have done. Salt will now be use- 
Tally and economically applied to domestic purposes, especially 
to caring Gish when it is the cheapest and most plentifal, Mr. 
Macdonald, wathor of the “ Hobrides,” states, that, “ owing to 
the weat of salt, many thousand barrels of the finest herrings in 
‘the world are lest every year during the fishing season. [have 
goen,” he continues, “ whole cargoes thrown into the sea in a 
petrid state, and others ased as manure for potatoe ground, ia 
consequente of the inability of the fishermen to find sarety or 
bail for tho requisite supply of salt, couformably to the salt-law 
regulations.” 


The ahandonment of the Irish window and hearth tax, and 
the remission of the British tonnage duty, are sacrifices absolute- 
ly demanded by existing circamstances. The coantry, however, 
neither will nor can he satisfied, unless ministers proceed some- 
what more rapidly in the work of retrenchment, of which, the 
measures now under consideration can only be regarded as the 
commencement.

His Lordship, 
in this particular, reminds us of the obstinate schoolboy, who 
could not be prevailed on to say the first fetter of the alphabet;

On Monday evening last, on the motion of Mr. Corwen, an 
attempt was made to procure the total abolition of the salt tax, 
which was lost by a majority of 44, including, as we suspect, 
both the members for Liverpool, although General Gascoyne

Iveland.—The Irish newspapers are still pregnant with the 
most afflicting narratives of human suffering, arising from priva- 
tion of food, and concomitant disease. As many of these statc- 
meuis are already before the pablic, through other journals, we 
quote a few only of the cases, related in authentic letters re- 
ecived by the Liverpool Committee; and which cannot fail to 
excite the commisseration—and to actuate the truly benevolent 
jo their generous exertions to shield aa unfortunate people from 
the double-edged sword of famine and disease. 


A letter from Mr. H. Martin, of Aughrim, says, “I shall 
not attempt to detail the many cases of actual want; suffice it to 
say, that from personal knowledge I am but too truly enabled 
to declare that exclusive of the very many families who are ana- 
ble to sow thoie ground for want of seed, there are numbers in 
this large and populous village who when they rise in the morn- 
jog kaow not where or how they shall procure food for the day; 
superadded to this we havea more than ordinary influx of strange 
papers, who serve to heighten the distress, and altogether 
present a scene of suffering hemanity, which I sincerely trust is 


not far exceeded even ia the southern districis of this unhappy 
kiogdom.” 


A letter from the Protestant and Catholic Ministers at 
Dames, county of Cork, says, “* The wretched people are left lite- 
wally without provisions and without money. To our positive 
knowledge several of them have passed days saccessively without 
having had a regular mea), subsisting merely on the small shell 
fish end sea weed they have gathered on the shore. To add to 
the distress, fever had begun its ravages, in several families of 
this neighbourhood it has raged and is now raging with a greater 
or less degree of malignity. And without more efficient aid, it 
is impossible to say or to imagind where the mischief and misery 
willend. The aid we require cannot be procured in our own 
neighbourhood ; extensive as the parish is, there is nota single 
gentieman of property, but the resident, in it; and though we 


have hundreds, we may say thousands able and willing to labour 
no employment is to be had.” 


A letter from Dr. M'Sayny, of Macroom, says, “ The popu- 
lation of this town, by the last census, consists of about 3300 peo- 
ple, of which, and I am sure I speak moderately 2000 are in ab- 
solute want, not having the means of buying a single meal of 
provisions, and ne employment, but such as is afforded by the 
committee here, at the peor allowance of about Sd. a day to 
men and 4d. to women, and yet trifling as this sum is, the com- 
mittee are quite unable to give employment to half the applicants, 
for nothing is given gratuitously. To these pressing evils of 
hanger and want of employment we have now to add the typhus 
fever, which has hroken out to analarmiog extent. I have visit- 
edinone day, withinthe last fortnight, not fewer than 26 or 30 
mew cases, the two clergymen of the parish are now confined 
with it, having received the contagion in their attendance on the 
sick, Altogether, Sir, a degree of appalling misery exists, such 
as no member of your committee could even form an idea of.” 

Another letter from the Archbishop ef Taam, says, “I as- 
sure you that the whole of the counties of Mayo, Galway, Lei- 
trim, Roscommon, and Sligo, of which the province of Connaaght 
consists, is in the aiost appalling distress. Many,2 am sure, 
notwithstandiog the great efforts, both local and foreign, that are 
makiog for their relief, willdic by starvation, and very many 
more by the effects of bad, unwholesome, unnatritious food. I 
pray to the God of all mercy to give as a plentiful harvest and 
remove this bitter visitation.” 

A letter from the Rector of Castichaven, says, “ To allevi- 
ate and to ascertain the extent of distress, I began to employ ia- 
boerers on a road. I this daybad 140 men at 6d. a day, and 


was forced te ture away upwards of 70. not having fands to em- 
ploy them. The poor wretches said they might as well work as 
be idle, and abselutely performed thelr day’s work though they 
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$ knew in the evening I could not pay them. The reason f low- 
ered the wages to 54..was toascertain the extent of distress and 
the individuals on whom it pressed most severely. A family of 
seven or eight persons cannot subsist oa snch asom, yet Ikoaow 
many hundred familes that would rejoice to have a certainty of 


such a sem daily. Many have already expired from famine, 
though not in this parish.” 


* A letter from the Committee of Tromore Parish, Mayo, says, 
“The inhabitants of this village labour ander peculiarly oggra- 
vated distress. We have taken a census of this parish, and find 
the number labouring under the most deplorable distress to be 
to the namber of 1739 persons actually without food er the means 
of procuring it ; these statesments we can verify on oath.” 


Liverpoo!, Friday, May 31, 1822, — Ruissi« and the Onited States — 
The Antocrat of Rossia, the magaanimoas Alexander, not 
content with bis own immense territories in Europe, has put ia 
bis claim to the north-west const of America, from the pole, if it 
extend so far, down to the filty-first degree of latitude, His roy- 
al ambition is not content with this manorial asurpation of up- 
wards of twothousand miles; and he accordingly extends his 
imperial sarveillance over all the sea betwees the coasts of Asia 
and America. This sea is about four thousand miles broad ; and 
no vessel, except Rassian, mast preseme to approach nearer toe 
the coast than one bandred Italian miles. 


This is a sabject to which it is probable that we shall have 
frequent oceasion to revert; as the wholesale claims of the nor- 
thern despot, if persisted in, mast necessari!y lead to n maritime 
war; in which event, England can searcely remain a passive 
spectator; and the million bayovets of Alexander wil) avail little 
ina contest with the well-manned navy ofthe United States. fa 
another part of our paper. we have given a brief view of the cor- 
respoodence between the Russian ambassador and Mr. Adams: — 
for the present, our limits will not allow as to enlarge upon the 
subject further than to observe, that the question of war and peace 
will entirely depend apon the interest aod will of Russia, without 
any regard to the honesty of the measure; as sach common-piace 


considerations are beneath the notice of so distinguished a mem- 
ber of the Holy Alliance. 


Great potentates never want pretexts to follow their own 
inclinations. The Kiog of Prassia, surnamed ‘the Great!" in 
one of bia letters to Voltaire (pablished in Voltaire’s memoirs 
of himself) writers as follows :—“ Add to the foregoing considera- 
tions, I had troops entirely prepared to act; this, with the fulness 
of my treasury, and the.vivacity of my character, were the rea- 
sons why I made war apon Marian Theresa, Queen of Bohemia 
aod Hungary.” And egain: “ Ambition, interest, and a desire to 
make the world speak of me, vanquished all, and war was deter- 
mined.”

A letter from the Archbishop of Taam, to the seoretaries at 
Liverpool, «ays, “1 pray the relief of your benevolent commitiee 
to the perishing popalation of this town and immediate neigh- 
bourhoed. Our distressed state is traly deplorable, and I have 
the same to report of almost the whole of the provitee of Con- 
nausht, over which, as Metropolitan, I preside, Tam appafied 
at the conviction that many must die from actual hunger, bnd 


many more from the effects of bad, scanty, wawbolesome wandiri- 
tious food.” 
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A letter from the Rector of Castlehaven, says “ Already four 
individuals bave died from famine. I yesterday found by the 
goad sidea girl, 12 years old, attewpting to cat grass; she had 
mot tasted for three days, and could scarcely articulate. The 
squalid countenances of the peasantry are appalling. I saw a man 
yesterday, faint, whilst digging a Geld, from bunger. The weeds 
of the corn field are collected to furnish a wretched meal, Fa- 
mine will soon be followed by pestilence,” 


A letter from a gentleman of Sligo, now at Dublin, says 
“ T am induced to address myself to you, on behalf of the poor in 
the town and neighbourhood of Sligo where not only famine, bat 
Gisease prevails to an alarming extent, and where it is compated, 
that apwards of 7000 persons will be for some months depending 
on public bounty for thé means of existence. I had a letter from 
Sligo this morming, which represents, on the report of visiting 
committees, the misery greater than those who were best acquaint- 
ed with the situation of the poor could have possibly conceived. 
My friend says, at their second public meeting, the county court 
bouse, where it was held, and nearly filled with poor persons pe- 
tiously inquiring what waste be done for them:—it was an af- 
fecting sight. He calcalates on £600 being got, which, under 
present circamstances, is a large sum for Sligo. The committee 
are going prudently to work: they are giving out seed potatoes on 
eredit, and finding work for the poor atreduced rates. Any as- 
sistance your committee can afford, will be most acceptable, and 
will be gratefally acknowledged.” 


A letter received from Ballina, says, “Within the limited 
sphere of my own observation, there is a degree of private, pa- 
tient suffering, thatalmost exceeds belief; bat the faces of the 
sufferers show their privations. One instance occurred last 
week: the widow of a baker, whe had been an industrious, ho- 
west man, was, with a family of cight children, without any kind 
of food for 48 bours: on bearing it, I sent them a sack of pota- 
toes and some meal. Every street sopplics instances of dis- 
tress; in one lane near os, 11 houses were deserted in one week 
by their inbabitants from absolute necessity. During Jast week, 
seven of these houses were filled with beggars, two and three 
families in each house, and the rest will, no doubt, soon be oc- 
cupied in a similar way, as they are flocking in in great nambers ; 
many of thetivhave the appearance of having seen better days. 
Want will be felt for fall three months to come, ere which, God 
knows what may be the consequence,” 


A letter from the Rev. Mr. Seymoar of Connemara, says, 
“ Thereare not, I believe, ten families in the barony of Ballyna- 
hinch who bave sufficient food to support them daring the sum- 
met ; many families strive to exist on one poor meal in the day; 
several live on shell Gsh and salt leaf, ethers have been driven 
to the necessity of disenterring the potatoes they had planted, and 
using them for food, while some individuals for want of sced were 
obliged to lay their potatoe gardens waste. Typhus fever, the re- 
sult of scarcity of provisionsand unwholesome food, rages much 
én this county.” 


Aletterfrom the cemmittee at Clonakilty, county of Cork, 
says, “ Were we to atfempta description to youof the appalling 
scenes of famine-faced misery, with which we are surronnded, it 
would only add an unnecessary pang to acting philanthropists. 
We have entered into subscriptions which enabled us to employ 
ene hundred aad twenty labourers on works of utility, leaving 

. thonsands on thousands unemployed. Melancholy to state, of 
ef the small nomber we have employed, many of them had not 
eaten any food from thirty to forty hours previous.” 


A letter from T. 8. Lindsay, Bsq. High Sheriff of Mayo, says, 
the distresses arise from “ A failure in the potato erop of Jast year, 
and the inability of the lower classes to purchase cither this root 
Or any provision at present, The small plotsusually attached to 
the cabins of the poor, in many cases, remain unsown from the 
imposslbility of procuring seed. Nothing can be more wretched 
than the situation of the peasantry generally in Mayo. Ihave 
seen hundreds of wretched people greedily seeking for water 
eresses, wild mustard, acttletops, dwarf thistles, or dandelion all 
the spring, and this wonateral food bas been the only meal within 
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their reach. As to any permanent relief none can be expected, 
until many of the evil systems bearing so heavily on the lower 
classes are either removed or modified in their favour. Tythes, 
grand jary and vestry cesses, amount now to what is, in regard to 
many rateable acres,a sufficient rent; add to these townland fines, 
the severity with which the excese laws are enfoiced, the tyranny 
and oppression of the inferior officers of this department, and as 
yet no general redaction of rent on the part of the landlords, and 
one. cannot be disappointed at the resalts.

London, June 11, 1822.—We yesterday received Madrid pa- 
pers by express to the 3d instant, and have drawn ap a brief sum- 
mary of the discussion in the Cortes on the validity of the late 
contract for a loan, which however was not concluded in the sit- 
ting of the 2d. 


By an article under the head of Madrid, we learn that the 
Government of Spain is apprised of the recognition of the in- 
dependence of the South American Republics by the United 
States, The newsis stated to have been brought by Chevalier 
Banos, the second Secretary of of the Spanish Legation, whe 
left New York on the 18th of April, and arrived at Gibraltar 
in 28 days. 


The pending measare with regard to the salt-iax is destined, 
as we learn from the Dublin journals, to present in the sister 
island an illustration of the talents of our Finance Minister, 
even more peculiar and edifying than any that we have been able 
to extract from it here. By taking off in this country 18s. out 
of 15s from the tax per bushel on salt, it isso coptrived that all 
sach portion of the impost as went for profit to the revenue has 
been got rid of, while all which could be made subservient to 
patronage only has been conscientiously retained. Here, there- 
fore, a prodactive tax has been improved into a vehicle of un- 
mixed corruption: but in Ireland the thing has been managed 
with a degree of skill which is infinitely more original and sure 
prising. There the duty is abolished altogether, and —what would 
be very curious any where but in Treland—the people aroemade 
to pay more under the abolition, than they did ander the opera. 
tion of the tax. We remember when the salt tax was imposed 
upon the poor Irish, and hard was it considered that miser- 
able creatares whose only dinner was potatoes should be depriv- 
ed of that which was their only sauce. It is troe that the tax 
has hitherto been not more than 2s. Irish on white, and Is. Gd. 
on rock salt—these duties have now been formally “ abolished.” 
Bat mark the end: drawback of the whele English duty was 
heretofore allowed in this country, on salt exported to Ireland ; 
this drawback is henceforth to be discontinued, so that the un- 
fortanate Irish pauper will have to pay the new tax of 2s, British, 
levied at the pit-month, instead of 2s. of Irish currency—the old 
local tax in Ireland: otherwise his tax of 2s, Irish on white salt 
is reduced to 2s. 2d., or an increase of 84 per cent. (when the ex- 
change is atpar); and his tax of 1s. 6d, Irish on rock salt is 
reduced in the same way to 2s. 2d., or, speaking graveiy, under- 
goes an increase of 45 per cent? This isa species of abolition, 
which, however suitable in Mr. Vansittant’s fancy to the andog- 
standings. of the Irish, will hardly so well adapt itself to their 
feelings. But notto strip so hopeful a scheme of that sort of 
panegyric which it may fairly challenge, we must allow that 
it exhibits the flower of arithmetic—that it is indeed “the very 
ecstacy” of finance.

On the ahove sabjeet (see n Intec Mercury) was taken into Anuside-- 


> vation, when it was wnanimously resolved, that the- House ean- 


eurred ln the Opinions of the President, and “that the Ameicec 
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provinces of Spain, which have Geelared theie independence and 
are in the enjovment of it, ought to be recognised by the United 
States as independent sations,” “They also voted a sum, not to 
exceed one hundred thousand peer. im order te give duc chen 
to such recogeition. ‘ 

It is expected that the United States 6f fori America will, 
forthwith, despatch five covoys, with their respective saites, to thd 
five independent nations of once Spanish America. The unanimi- 
ty with which the popular branch of the national legislature, at 
Washington, has at length ceded the acknowledgement of inde. 
pendence to these countries is hangarable to itself; and may be the 
means of indacing Spain to relinquish any further attempts te 
subjagate to her yoke territorics on which God and mature secm 
to have imprinted the seal of rational freedom.—The solitary 
member of Congress (Mr..Carnett) who was diasentient to the 
above acknowledgment, beiug refused permission to cater bis rea- 
sons at length on the journals ofthe Honac, subniitied another 
declaration, “* that his dissent merely arose, not from any appe- 
sition to the independence of these countries, which he rejoiced 
at, but, because, considering it as a question of policy, not of pria» 
cipte, he believed no immediate advantage would grow out of ® 
to cither comutry, wiilst many considerations, affecting both, 
rendered it at present inexpedient.” The bent of bis reasons ene- 
ries some cogency. He conceives, thet the recognition cansat 
benefit states virtually free, aud undisturbed ; and may reuse the 
rescutment of the yet Spanish cdlanies, whese trade with the Uni- 
ted States is more than. equivalent to any, advantages yes to be 
derived from the acknowledgment. He aleo supposes,that the. 
recognition may full the Independents inte a fatal dream ofin 
vulnerable security. 


Affair at St. Domingo.—The Boston City Gazeres, a April

The French are stated to have plundered two plan- 
tations, aud destroyed a village in the neighbourhood ; they, how- 
ever, retired te their ships ow the approach of the Haytien Gene- 
ral, having bombarded the town, which was totally destrosed, 
In consequence of this affair, aa embargo ane been laid upon ail 
foreign vessels. .

On the fallowing day, 
a coach. maker was seat from Leeds for the purpose of trying ap 
‘the axchiree, 80 a8 to enable itto be nun to Leeds without pas- 
sengors, for the purpese of uadergeing a through repair; but 
when the coach arrived at the tep of Quarry-hill, the wxletree 
gave away, the cunsequence of which was, that the eoach was 
again overturned, and the coach-maker had his leg se dreadfully 
fractured, that it was found necessary to amputate it, bat, we ave 
sorry to have to add, that this aperation did net prevent the 
mortification which was apprehended from taking wee, aud 
the anfortuuate mao expired op Friday eyening.

COLONIAL TRADE BILL. 


The Honorable F. Robinson moved the second reading of the 
Colonial Trade Bill. 


Mr. F. Boxton observed, that the Chancellor 0° the Excheqnerhad, 
on a former occasion, promised to refer the qnestion of the duty on East 
India sugar to the Committee on Foreign Trade. He wished to know 
whether it was still intended that this should be done? A pamphlet 
had been written upon this subject by an intelligent merchant of Liver- 
pool, Mr. Cropper ; and, ia the answer pat forth to it, it was admiited, 
that there was apon East India sagara duty of 6. beyond that paid 
upon West India prodace. This tax amonnted to £6 per ton, and taking 
the produce at two handred thousand tons, it operated asa tax to the 
amonnt of one million npen the consumer here. He was not himself 
very well acquainted with the facts; but he had been informed by most 
respectable anthority, that if an ad valorem duty were imposed upon all 
sugars equally, the sugar now sold for6id. per poand might be sold for 
34d. This (his informant said) would take off a duty of sixteen millions 
to the country. He did not ptedge himself to the accuracy of this cal. 
culation ; bat sapposing, that it amonnted toa som of eight millious, 
or even four millions, it was an object worthy of their most seriows con- 
sideration. It appeared, that our trade with India increased in a most 
extraordinary degree. In 1792, the quantity of eotten imported from 
the East Indies did not exceed one handred ponnds; in 1813, it amonn- 
ted to one hundred thonsand ponnds ; in 1820, it amounted to one mil. 
lion pounds. Therehad been no returns made since that period; but 
it was more than probable, that the quantity of cotton imported from 
India last year amounted to two million pounds ; in short, there was no 
limit to the extent to which our trade with India might not he carried. — 
Br. F. Robinson said, that, as the act, imposing the dnty on East India 
sugar, would expire next year, the snbect might be fully investigated 
hefore any renewal of that daty took place.—After a long discussion 
the bill was read a second time. _ ?

Lord Stanley presented a petition from the directors of the Cham. 
ber ef Commerce and Manufactures at Manchester, in favour of the 
Navigation Bill, aud praying for the removal of the restrictions apen 
commerce in general. 


Lord Stanley presented a petition from a large and respectable 
body of merchants and manafacturers resident in the town of Black- 
burn, in the county of Lancaster, against the Poor Removal Bill. Peti- 
tions of a similar nature were presented fiom the Mayor and corporation 
of Liverpool, by General Gascoyne. 


Petitions were presented against the Leather and the Salt Tax.— 
A discussion of some length on Trish tithes arose, on the presentation 
of a petition praying the House to take the tithe-svstem inte eonsidera. 
tion, during which, Sir J. Newpo-t spoke warm'y against the Potatoes 
tithe. Allosion was made to the propoced bill of Mr, Gonlbarn, which 
would only give the power of leasing, which several members thonght 
would preduce no good effect. —A disenccion arose on the Marrisge Act 
Amendment Bill, the purpose of which was chiefly to amend certain 
clauses relating to minors, which will render the question of legitimacy 
less imperious, and destrov the family fends so frequently the result of 
the present law. The clauses were agreed to. 


NAVIGATION BILL. 


Mr. Wallace, on moving that the House go into a Committee on thie 
bill, rose to state its object. It had been framed to simplify and amend 
the existing laws, with a view to extend foreign commerce. Several 
acts passed from the reign of Edward I1f. to the time of Charles I, 
were proposed to the repealed, some of which were totally in divase— 
others contradictory, and others rendered unnecessary by mbsequent 
enactments. The prohibitions hitherto laid on foreign vessels, it was 
proposed to modify, 20 that the retaliatory prohibitions of these nations 
might be done away with ; as he conceived a free trade would be most be- 
neficial to all. The alterations he proposed should be limited until we 
ascertained how other powers acted with regard to receiprocal free- 
dom of trade. “No time for altering our commercial system could be 
more favourable than the present. When it was seen what commercial 
codes other conatries were adopting, this would be felt to be in ne small 
degree important. We had taught them to act on such principles by our 
own example. It was now for us to set them the example of recurring to 
a better system; to a system better for us, better for them, and mankiod 
in general. His firstnroposed relaxation was to permit foreign ships te 
bring goods, the produce ofa foreign country, to this. The restriction bi- 
therto imposed was intended to give employment to British shipping, but 
it had been abortive ; and he thonght itan obviously weak policy te com. 
pel goods to be brought cireuitonsly, when they conid be be brought di- 
rect at a cheaper rate. The Bill should make it necessary that all arti- 
cles should be imported in British ships, or in the ships of the country 
where they are produced, He would admit of restrictions on several arti. 
cles. This measure would reduce all the separ-te laws for respective 
countries to one, and render them applicable to all cireumstances—This 
Withont attempting to pre- 
scribe to the Exeentive Government what course of policy it should pur- 
sue with respect to the recognition of the independence of the Soath 
American States, he proposed that the shipping of those States shonid 
be admitted into the ports of this country on the same terms as those 
which regulated the admission of British ships into the ports of those 
States respectively.—Mr. Ricardo was happy he saw the possibility of 
improvement in our system was at leagth admitted by many members. 
The only complaint be had against the bill, was, that it did not go far 
enongh.-—After eome observations from Mr. Brougham, who was warm. 
ly in favour of the bill, it was read clause by clanse, and agreed to; 
and the report was ordered to be brought up un Wednesday.

EXPORTATION OF FOREIGN CORN. 


Mr. Canning presented a petition from certain persons of Li- 
verpool, interested in the trade of toreign corn, regretting that the 
proposition for permitting foreign corn to be exported in the shape of 
flour had been abaudoned by the Honse. The Right Honourable Geo- 
tlemaw stated, that as he was at present informed, he felt inclined to 
concur with the petitioners, aud if no Member of the Agricultural Com- 
mittee were to anticipate him, he would, upon the Foreign Cora Bill 
being committed, propose a clause to that effect. He begged leave at 
the same time to state, that he did aot altogether approve of the (oa 
which the petitiouers assumed upon this question. 
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There was nothing important in the Lords on Wednesday ; (May 22,) 
and in the Commons—not a sufficient number of members to constitute 
a House.

—Mr. Allew, who moved that the Honse should resolve itself into a com- 
mittee, to consider the reports of the select committees on the Welsh 
Judicatare, was of opinion, that two Judges would suffice for Wales, 
which, adding ta it several of the adjacent English counties, he propos- 
ed dividing into two circuits. With the two Jndges required for the 
additional cirenit, he proposed forming another Court of King’s Beneh 
to facilitate the business of that Conrt.—Mr. M. A. Taylor moved for an 
adjournment of the disenssion; and, on a division being called, the 
House was short of members, and adjoarned.

Mr. Hobhouse presented a petition from a woman of the name of 
Bowditch, complaining that she had been sentenced to twenty-one 
months’ imprisonment, on the evidence of persons who were subsequent- 
ly eonvieted of perjury for such evidence. The result of this distressing 
€ase ought to be a salutary lesson to all Jadges not to be too confident 
in their own opinions, and he hoped that Mr, Justice Best, in particular, 
would learn from it, not to use, on any fntare occasion, the strong lan- 
guage he employed when refusing to grant arule for anew trial, In 
one part of the Learned Jndge’s observations on that occasion, there 
‘was this passage: ‘We, whe are conversant with mankind, well know 
how frequently the stontest minds have been borne down and overcome 
by the force of fear. He must be a great philosopher indeed who can 
fix limits to terror, or define its operations on the human mind.” Thus 
talked the Learned Judge; and who could have anticipated that he 
who knew mankind so exceedingly well, should have been on this case 
so mach fdeceived? What Parliament could do with this case he cer- 
tainly did net know; but he certainly felt that Mr. Jostice Best wonld 
have done well to have refrxined from the strong language be made 
use of, He hoped that Learned Judge, for the future, would consider 
himself just as liable to human fallibility as anv of the individnals who 
sometimes stood apon the door of his Court.— Ordered to be printed. 


NEW PENSION COMMUTATION PLAN. 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer, after slightly referring to the 
failure of his old scheme, proceeded to explain the new one. Instead 
of leaking to corporate bodies to become contractors, he should throw 
his plan open to the pablic, who individually might purchase annnities 
for forty-five years from trustees to be appointed by Act of Parliament. 
By this measnre he would spread the expense of the wavy and military 
pensions, amounting to Are millions annnally, over a pericd ef forty five 
years, and thereby effect a present saving for two m ilions per annem. 
The taxes he proposed to remit to this amount were 135. on! of 15s. per 
bushel on salt; the Irish Window and Hearth Tax; the additioaai duty 
on Leather which was imposed in the year 1812 ; and, lisily, the ton. 
nage duty on shipping, cranted during the Inst war. The Right Hononr- 
able Gentleman concluded by preposing resolutions to the aboye 
effect. After ashort debate,in which Mr. Hame divided the Honse, 
on the propriety of taking the pension money from the Sinking Fund (35 
to 115) the resolutions were agreed to. Adjourned to Thursday.

FOREIGN WOOL. 
Mr. Stuart Wortley presented » petition from the Clothiers of 
Yorkshire, praying for a repeal ef the duty on foreign wool. He was 
friendly to the object of the petition, The tax had failed to raise the 
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price of home wool, and it had driven the British manofactarer ont of the 
foreign market. It was evident its repeal would tend to benefit the 
English grower ; for cloths could not be made but from a mixture of home 
wool with foreign; and the more foreign wool we imported, the more 
British wool would, in consequence, be ased.—Mr. Burrell thonght the 
tax should be increased ; and if a motion were made for its repeal he 
should propose doubling the present duty.—Mr. Coke said, Biitisu 
wool had certainly declined’ since the imposition of the tax.—Mr. 
Curwen thought its most oopressive part wasits inequality, and recome 
mended caution. He stated, that an instrament had been invented ia 
this country, by which woollen rags (formerly emploved as manure) were 
pulled to pieces, and made capable of being worked into manofactares 
of a very inferior quality. He thonght the practice prejndicial to the 
reputation which the English mannfaetares bad acquired abroad, and 
that some measure should be resorted to, to restrain it.—The petition 
was read and laid on the table. 


Mr. Abercromby presented a petition from the Company of Mer- 
chants of Edinburgh, praying that the bill for altering the law for em. 
pannelling jories in Scotland, in criminal casses, might pass into a law 
—Mr. Peel said. that if he found a general satisfaction at the adminis. 
tration of justice in Scotland, and that the aecnsed had'as many chances 
(chances!) as in England, he should be anwilling to disturb the system. 
If the alteration were advisable in Ediaburgh, it did not follow it would 
be beneficial elsewhere. 


A petition was presented from Joseph Pinsent, praying, that the 
valne of every British interest in the state might be ascertained, with a 
view to the due protection of each.—Mr. Hume thonght this wonld des- 

Aroy commerce ; and rather recommended the confutation of the scheme 
by bringing it before Parliament, if it were worth while, The petition 
was read and ordered to be printed. 
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A petition heing presented against relaxing the restrictive law as 
tothe number of partners engared in conntry banks, a conversation 
ensued, in which Mr. Grenfell spoke gf the enormous profits made by 
the Bank of England, amounting, he said, in the last twenty-five years, 
to more than twenty-fivé millions of money, exclusive of a dividend of 
seven per cent.—Mr. Manning defended the conduct of the Bank; and 
Mr. Ricardo observed, that he did not complain of the directors making 
the most of their concern, but of ministers, for waking sach improvi- 
dent bargains for the country with tiem.—Mr. Monck thought that 
such bargains were just, upon the terms of spendthrift and usurer !— 
one being obliged to consent to any terms proposed by the other. 

Mr. Canning presented a petition from Liverpool, respecting the 
trade to India,—when Mr. Wynn «aid, the India Comp-ny was willing 
to concede an important point, namely, to allow the ptivate trade to 
India to be carried on in shipping of less than 360 tons. He added, he 
should move for a Committee on this subject on Monday.—On a qnesti- 
on being asked as to opening the China trade, Mr. W. said, the Compa- 
ny was not willing to allow any alteration in its charter to that point. 


Mr. Canning presented a petition from the West India merchants 
of Liverpool, in which they set sorth that there wasa very great glut 
of West India sugar in the market, and that the diffienlty of procaring 
parchasers for it woald be greatly increased if the relief which it was 
contemplated to afford to the maanfacturers of East India sugar were 
sanctioned by the Honse. The petitioners, therefore, praved that the 
duty on East India sagar, which was about to expire, might be con- 
tinued. 


Mr. Hame said there were two contending interests, the West and 
East Indian, in the sagar market, and it was worthy consideration whe- 
ther mach benefit would not accrue if the dutv were reduced considtr- 
ably lower than 27s. From 1803 to 1809 the duty on West Indian 
sngar was 20s. ; from 1809 to 1513 it was 26s.; and now it was as high 
as27s. If the duty were reduced to 20s., or even lower, the Right 
Honourable Gentlemen wonld, by the increased consumption, secure 
the same amount of revenne which the existing date produced, and at 
the same time add very much to the comforts of the people. The peti- 
tion war ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Canning said, he had two petitions to present, the prayer of 
which was in direct coutradiction to that just laid ont. \able. The 
one was fromcertain merchants and ship owners of Liverpool, ia which 
they prayed, that the duty on the importation of Rast India sugar, in or- 
der to protect the West [udia manufacturer, and which was about to ex- 
pire, should not be renewed. They stated the exteut of thesugar ma- 
nufacture iu the East Indies, and recommended that East India sugar 
should be allowed to be imported ander bond, and that the duty on sn- 
gar should henceforth be levied according toits value, without any dis- 
tinction between the produce of the East and of the West Indies. The se- 
cond petition was from certain merchants, agents, and shipowners, in- 
terested in the trade with the East Indies, andresident in London. 
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They prayed, that the daty of 10s. per cwt. which was imposed on East 
India sugar in 1813, might not be renewed.—The two petitions were or- 
dered to printed. 





MR. SCARLETT’S POOR REMOVAL BILL. 


A debate of some length now ensned, on the second reading of this 
bill being proposed by Mr. Scarlett in a speech of some length. Tt was 
strongly opposed by several thembers onboth sides of the Honse; and 
Lord Londonderrs, thongh he was not averse to its being read a second 
time, gave it aa his opinion, that the bill would tend greatly to increase 
expense, and promote litigation.—Previous to the motion for the se- 
cond reading, General Gascoyne presented the petition from this town 
against the bill, Aaimmense number of petitions were also presented 
from different parts of the enuntry against the bill.—On a division, the 
bill was thrown out by a majority of 82 to 66 against its being read a se- 
cond time. 


Some minor business, and the other ordets of the day, being dispo- 
sed of, the House adjourned. 





HOUSE, OF COMMONS, MONDAY, JUNE 3, 1822. 
_ Several petitions were presented from pnblicans, and others from 
licensed brewers and victuallers of Lancashire, against the licensing bill. 


A petition from the inhabitants of the Hundred of Norfolk, for 
Parliamentary Reform, was presented by Mr. Coke. He stated that 
the language of the petition was strong aad manly, but not, he conceiv- 
ed, disrespectful to the Hoase. The petitioners complained of op- 
presive taxation, part of which was lavished to obtain majorities in 
the Honse of Commons, and, that the standing army was kept 
up tosubdne the constitutional spirit of the people. The language of 
the petition was assailed by several speakers, an: defended as trne and 


— by others ; on being put to the vote it was rejected by a majority 
of 34. 





NAVY AND MILITARY PENSIONS. 


A long and uninteresting debate ensned on the receiving of the re- 
port of the committee on this sabject.—- Mr. Hume: moved that it was 
expedient to take from the Sinking Fond an annoal sam equal to the re- 
lief from taxation required, instead of raising it by loan or annvity.—Mr, 
Brougham, Mr. Ricardo, and Mr, Caleraft described the plan of ministers 
of appointing new commissioners to negociate the annaities, in place of 
at once, in accosdance with Mr. Hume's metion, saving the expenses 
which the measure would incur, by taking the sum from the Sinking Fand, 
—Mr. Grenfell proposed, on the rejection of Mr. Hnme’s motion, a clanse, 
empowering the commissioners of the Sinking Fund, to extend their 
dealings to annuities.—This amendment was agreed to by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, 


Mr. Curwen moved, as an amendment, that the total repeal of the 
Salt Tax be insertedin the resolution, and with it the machTnery and 
needless patronage of coliection.—This attempt to get rid of the remain- 
ing 2s. tax, and thereby relieve the fisheries, was opposed by the Greu- 
ville purty, aud was lost by a majority of 44 io faveur of the original re- 
solution. 





CORN IMPORTATION BILL. 


On the motion being made for a committee of the Honse on this bill, 
Mr. Curwen, at some length, combated its consideration at present, on 
the ground that, now the country had considered it, there was a general 
wish it should be given np, as no immediate relief could be derived from 
it.—Mr. Western testified to this general feeling. —Mr. Canning said, 
if the House went into a committee, he shonid move an instruction 
te the committee from the holders of foreign corn at Liverpool, the ow- 
nets of which entertained abope that they might be permitted to grind 
it into flour, and export it to the West Indies and ‘other places, ander 
regulatious to ensure its non-appearance in the British markets.—Sic T. 
Lethbridge opposed Mr. Canning’s clause; and Mr. Ricardo thought, 
that if, under proper seenrities, the corn should not retnrn in flour to 
our markets, no clause could be more equitabie.—On the Honse going 
into a Committee, several amendmeuts of the Corn Bill were proposed, 
bat rejected, with the exception of a clanse by Mr. Carning, relative to 
the grinding and making use of foreign corn, wi') a view to the pre- 
vention of any frauds which might be committed b, ihe improper ‘intro- 
daction of foreign corn into home consumption. 

In the House of Commons, on Tuesday (June 4,) a long debate 
ensued on the revision of the Criminal Code. The learned and philan- 
thropic Sir James Mackintosh, who bas, oo former oceasions, strennously 
exerted himself to obtain such an alteration of the criminal lews, as 
would render them more accordant with (ve hamane and eqnitable char- 
acter of an eulightened age, by a prope: apportioning and definition of 
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punisbments for varions grades of crime—made, on this occasion, a 
speech, characterised by the Attorney-géneral as most eloquent and 
brilliant. His motion went to obtain the pledge of the House to revise 
the criminal code early in the next session ; and it was carried by a majo- 
rity of 16, althongh the Attorney-general had motioned his friends to 
escape by the trap-door of the ‘‘previous question.”

bags of various descriptions, chiefly American Cottons, were brought 
forward ; the prices declined farther, say } a jd. per Ib.

By the latest arrivals from America, it would seem that our supply 
from thence will probably be as large this year as it was in 1821, which it 
will be recollected was nearly 20,000 bags more than the consumption, 
we are consequently not likely to have much, if any, decrease in stock 
of this description of Cotton at the end of the year. It is also believed, 
that there has been a further considerable increase in the planting, un- 
der these prospects, there is but little hope entertained of seeing any 
permanent improvement in our prices this year. 


East India Cottons bave not however undergone mach decline, the 
demand of late in London has been less active, but althongh the hold. 
ers in general are inclined Co sell pretty freely, they shew no disposi- 
tion to submit to any material decline in priee; we may quote Bengal 
from 5 3.46} for very ordinary to fair quality, 6} 63 for god fair 
to good, and 7d. per Ib. for fine Sarat 6} a 8d. per lb.

STATE OF THE COUNTRY, &c. 


The Earl GREY adverted to the notice which he had given previ- 
ous to the Easter recess, of au intended motion, with a view to what he 
considered the only effectual mode by which relief could be afforded to 
the public distress,’ wamely, by a large reduction of taxation, It would 
be recollected that the Noble Earl (Liverpool), in answer to questions 
put by him (Earl Grey), previous to giving that sotice, had stated, that 
he could not apticipate what would be the nature ef the Report of the 
Agricultural Committee, or what measures might grow outofit. But 
the Noble Eari also stated, that no further measure was intended to be 
proposed by his Majesty’s Government. Since that period the Agricul- 
toral Committee had made a Report—a Report which, ifhe were to say 
it did not auswer the piblic expectation, would scarcely be true, since 
no man, woman or child, in any part of the United Kingdom, expected 
any thing from the Report of the Committee that could at ail tend to 
the relief of the pablic distress. It was however scarcely to be ex pected 
that the recommendations of the Committee would have been s0 inconsis- 
tent as they actually were with every consideration of sound policy. 
Bat io addition to these recommendations, such as they were, a 
measure had been bronght forward ia avother place, by his Majesty’s Go- 
vernment, for relieving the countryfrom the preseut pressure of a part 
of what was called thedead expenditure,to which measure be (Lord 
Grey) most decidedly objected. It was curious to observe that after 
Ministers had maintained that no reduction of taxation conkd afford re 
lief to the public distress, one of them even having gowe the length «f 
stating, that were the whule of the taxes abolixhed, no relief would 
thereby be affrded tothe suffering Agticultu-rists ; it was curious 
te observe, that after all this, the very object and intention of this 
plan, bronght forward by those very Ministers, shonkd “be ‘to 
give relief from a part of the pressare of this taxation. It was not,how- 
ever, spon the ground of this inconsistency—it wae act ;that the 
Goversment went into the market as the buyers of annuities, the price. 
of which they raised against themselves, and then again went into the 
market as the sellers of annuities, upon terms disadvantageons f6 the 
country—it was not that, in direct opposition to the principle of the 
Sinking Fand, which was held forth by Ministers as too sacred to be 
toanched, that a part of our burdens were to be removed, forthe purpose 
of being placed upon the shoulders of posterity. It was net so much up- 
on these grounds. but because he considered the plan to be a direct vio- 
lation of all the principles apon which the finances of the country had hi- 
therto rested, that it met with his most decided objection, Could there 
be a more marked laconsistency thas thus to incur an enormous fatare 
loss to the country, and throw a heavy burden upon those who were to 
come after us, when wehad the means, by a direct, easy, and safe 
course, of producing at once the relief that was sought by means.of the 
redaction oftaxation. He was one of those whe thought that the opera-; 
tion of the Sinking Fund ought for the present to be sus pended, in order 

thattelief might thereby be afforded throngh a reduction of texation,, 
anif tie was satisfied that this woald be amuch easier, safer, and less expen-; 
alive conrse of proceeding thau that of introducing, by means of the compli- 
cated plan of Ministers, awenjirely new principle into the financial system 
ofthe country, the effect of which noone could , and this for no 
other purpose than to achieve an object, the reduction gf taxation, which, 
Ministers were at last compelied to admit, was absa necessary, but 
which they aight undonbtedly accomplish in the way he had pointed out, 
at 8 tiith Tess éxpence to the country, and without risk or lication. 
As, boweéver, this plas, such as it was, involved the principle of bis (Lord 
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Grey’s) intended motion, namely, a reduction of taxation, be shonght it 

right te auspead his motion until the Hoase had had the opportanity of 
discessing the plan of bis Majesty’s Ministers; and he trasted that the 
Noble Earl (Liverpool) opposite wonld not inthe meactime enter inte 
any contract for giving effect io this plan, which shoold in any way fetter 
the deliberations of the House. He was aware, that in erdinary loans, 
where it was agreed on all bands that aloan must be had, it was the 
practice to make the contract previous to the peasing of the Bill for sanc- 
tioning it, and no idea was entertained of voiding the contract, unless 
any fraud was apparent in the making of it. Bot decidedly opposed as 
he was to this plau, and intending, ashe did, te endeavour to persuade 
their Lordships to reject it, he trusted, that mo coutracts would be enter- 
ed into antil the House had had the opportuuity of cistiactly pronounce 
ing en opinion upon it. With regard to the other measures growipg out 
of the Report of the Agricultural Committee, he was decidedly hostile to 
that which had for its object the advancing asum of money by Govern- 
ment, to take into the market, forthe purpose of raising the price of 
grain, nor conld he conceive any measuse more vicious in principle, or 
injorions in effect, than that of taking money ont of the prodace of the 
taxes, for the purpose of raising the price of grain to the consuming po- 
pulation. With regard to the proposed alterations in the Corn Laws, it 
did not appear to him thatthey were called for by the pressere of ang 
existing necessity, or that it would be consistent with seund policy te 
legislate prospectively for a state of things thet might possibly never ex- 
ist at all, but which legislation might inthe mean time be productive of 
considerable injury. Before he sat down, lie wished to notice another 
measure, which had been opened on the part of his Majesty’s Govern- 
ment in the other House—that of allowing joint Stock Companies ur 
other parties to establish Banks in England, and to give an additional 
ten years duration to the Charter of the Uavk of England, He conid 
not discover that any pressure of necessity existed for any sach measure, 
nor was there any proof whatever, that to assimilate the Banking sys. 
tem of England to thatof Scotland would be productive of benefit. But 
above all he objected to the improvident gsneasure of extending the mone- 
poly of the Bank of England for ten years longer, which wag wholly ua- 
justified by any consideration of policy that could be’brenght to bear up- 
on the question. At allevents no consideration of pressing necessity 
existed to call for the enactment of these measures at the present mo- 
ment ; they ought onthe contrary to be left for the exercise of that cool 
and calm deliberation which measures of such unquestionable importance 
uadonbtedly demanded. Nor could he conceive the existence of any 
motive for pressing them at this period, onless it was intended for the 
purpose of giving a fallacious (cod ultimately most injarious) relief to the 
distresses of the country, by the violstion of the Act for enforcing cash 
payments. He was anwilling to detain the House longer apow a mere 
suspension of a aotice, but he bad felt it his duty to say thus much in 
objection to measures Which he considered as most injurious to the best 
interests of the country. ‘ 


The Earl of LIVERPOOL admitted that, previous to the recess, he 
had said that he could net anticipate what would be the nature of the 
Agrieultaral Report, or what measures might grow out of it, aud thathe 
had stated thet at that period it was not intended by bis Majesty's Go- 
verument to propose any farther measures ; such was the case at ‘kat time, 
With reference, however, to what had taken place since, he must in the 
first instance, deny that it had ever been stated by any of his Majesty's 
Ministers that a reduction of taxation would not be a benefit to the 
country. What had been stated, what he himself had said, and what 
he still said was, thatthe reduction of taxation would not relieve the 
distresses of the agricultural interests, Ofcourse, if there were any 
taxes which exclusively or principally affected the agricaltaral in- 
terests, the repeal of those taxes wonld be, pre tanto, = Yelief to 
those interests; but tlre fact was, that the Government taxes in peneral 
only affected the agricalturists in common with the other interests of the 
country ; and thongh it never was denied that a reduction of taxation would 
be beneficial getierally to the interests of the country, still he must cou. 
tend that it would be no relief, specially or directly, to the agrieulturist. 
He had laid av emphasis apon Government texes, becanse, of covtee, 
there were other taxes, such as the poors’ rates, which materially affect- 
ed the agricultural interests, and from which, whatever relief conld be 
obtained, would be to them a direct relief.’ With reference to the Re- 
port of the Agricultural Committee, he certainby did not mean to say that 
it would operate any effectual relief to the agricultaral interests, wor did 
he believe that any Report ef any Committee could afford them relief at 
the present moment.. The enly question was, whether by any prospec 
tive legislation those interests might be ultimately benefited? With re. 
ference to the proposed plan fer lessening the pressure of what was ecall- 
ed the dead expenditare, he could not now enter into the consideration 
af it withoat going to amach greater length than would be convenient 
to their Lordships at the present moment; but when the measure came 
regularly before the House, he should be prepared to enter inte the most 
minute discussion of it ; avd he trusted he should be able to convince theit 
Lordships, that whilet in its operation it prodaced an immediate relie€ 
by means of a redaction ef taxation, it was at the same time the best aud 
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the cheapest plan which the coontry could adopt. He perfectly understood 
the argument of those who advocated the taking the relief immediately 
from the Sinking Fond, bot against that doctrine he must solemnly pro- 
test, convinced, as hé was, that to preserve inviolate the Sinking Fund 
wis most essentially to the best interests of the country; and satisfied as 
he was that he should be able to convince the House, when the time came 
for the discussion, that this plan in mo degree interfered with the priuciple 
of the Sinking Fund ; but that it depended apon d principle essentially. sud 
altogether different. With regard to the measure which had been opeu- 
ed in another place, respectiag the extension of the term of the Charter 
of the Bank of England, he could not bat think that the first and the 
last arguments of the Noble Earl (Grey) were inconsistent with cach 
other, The object of his Majesty’s Governmeut was not, as the Noble Earl 
had stated, to set up joint Stock Companies, bat to get rid of a monopoly 
now possessed by the Bank of Englaad (except and with reference to 4 
certain distance round London); the consequence of which was, that by 
law wo Banks could be established in England, with a greater nomber 
of partners than six. It had been admitted on all hands that to get rid 
of this monopoly in Trelend was a measure likely to prove highly beocf- 
cial to that part of the United Kingdom, and it was considered by his 
Majesty's Government that to afford the means of establishing Banks 
in England upon a similar system to that of Scotland.where they 
had been conducted apon prieciples, ander the operation of which 
there were only one er two instances of failare, would be also 
highly beneficial. But to do this it was necessary to indace the 
Bank of England to consent to it, and thus had atisen the ex- 
tention of their charter for a further period often years. He admitted 
that it was aquestion for the consideration of the House, whether the 
advantages to be derived from giving the facility for the establishment of 
this system of Banking was an equivalent for extending the term of the 
charter of the Bank of Engiand for ten years farther. He was ready also 
to say that he wonld rather have had the facility for Banking without the 
extension of the Bank monopoly, but as this was not iu the power of the 
Legislatare, the question of courte was whether the advantage to be 
gained on the one hand was a sufficient compensation for the extention of 
the monopoly on the other. The'question must alse be taken with @ 
view to this consideration, that in three years the power of issuing VU. and 
2}. notes would expire, and it was necessary to make some legislative 
provision with reference to this consideration. He had thus briefly ad- 
verted to the different points alinded te by the Noble Earl, but of course 
the time for discussion was not yet come, 


The Marquess of LANSDOWNE defended his Noble Friend (Lord 
Groy) from the charge of inconsistency in his arguments, his Noble Friend 
having only urged what he (the Marquess of Lansdown) was also pre- 
pared to maintain, that with reference to the question regarding the 
Bank of England, and giving facility for the establishment of Banks in 
the country, there was no pressing oecessity at the present moment for 
bringing forward the question or entering into its disenssion. He of 
course was not disposed to object to the maasnre which had been carried 
inte effect with regard to Trejand, because in fact he himself had :ecom- 
mended it, bat though it was of great importance toIreland, where there 
was want of a capital, to give a facility for the establishment, of Banke 
by getting rid of the monopoly of the Bank of Ireland, and it was hoped 
that the measure wonld be followed by, advantageous results to that part 
of the United Kingdom; yet it did not follow that a similar measure would 
be productive of advantage in England, where capital shounded ; nor was 
he aware that it wes wanted or called for ip England. He admitted 
that it wes a question for the Honse to comsider, whether the facility to 
be obtained for the establishment ef Conntry Banks, without restriction, 
wWasan equivalent for the extention for tem years further of the monopoly 
ofthe Bawk of England, which, however limited in distance, he was 
perenaded they would wot do business of lesa extent than they did at 

esent. But on former oceasions, apon the renewal of the: Bank Char- 
er, there hed been either a considerable snmof money given by. the 
Bank a2 a covsidergtion for it, ar a large sum of money lent to the pub- 
Hic at a less rate ofintesest than it conid atherwise be ebtained, and. it 
was certainly a great question for consideration, whether this comrse.was 
now to be departed from, withont any apparent necessity. He thought 
it necessary, however, to move for copins of the correspondence between 
the Noble Parl (Liverpool) and the Governor and Company of the Bank 
of England, respecting the renewal of the Bank Charter. 


The Earl GREY, in explanation, observed, that he had not been 
inconsistent in his argements, his view ofthe question regarding the 
extension of the term of the Bank Charter, coin entirely with that 
ofbis Noble Friend (the Marquess of Lansdown), there being, in his 
opinion, ne pressing uecessity for the measure, nor was there, as far as 
be could learn, any call for it; at least in the part ofthe country with 

_ which be wae more immediately counerted, there was no complaint res- 
peeting the stability of Banks, norany distrast as to the property by 
which their credit was sustained. 

_ The Bari of LIVERPOOL said, he had no objectian whatever to the 
production of the correspondence. With regard te the renewal of the 
Bank Charter, it should be recollected, that axthe law stood, the mone. 
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_ shewed thet every impediment was given to our trade 
. tries, . These were the ailegations of the Petitionets ; fer his own 
, he was ander some difficulty as to the policy of the Bill againat wlich 


poly of the Bank must continue till 1883, and that is'was not in the pow- 
er of Parliament to deal with the question of giving any facility tothe 
establishment of Banks in England, without the consent of the Bank of 
England. The proposition, therefore, was, that that monopoly should 
be given op forthwith, except with reference to acertain distance round 
Londen, and that as a consideration for this, the term of the charter of 
the Bank of England should be extended for (em years further, till 1843 ; 
aud the question, ef cpurse, was for the House to consider whether the 
obtaining immediately this facility for Banking was a sudiciont equivalent 
for the further extension for ten years of the Bank Chater. With res 
gard to the argument of there being uo pressing necessity, the fact was, 
as he had already stated, that the power of issuing 11. and 2i. notes 
woald expire to three years, or rather iu less than three years, and there 
hed been applications to the Government fiom numerous Country Banks, 
to know what was'intended to be dove repecting that object, because they 
stated it tobe absolutely necessary to them to know now npan what feot- 
ing they were in that respect to be placed at the end of that period, as they 
must begin to make their arrangements accordingly? It was, therefore, 


” that the consideiation of this subject beéame necessary, because, if ne, 


arrangement was made with a view to that period, the Country Banks 
would commence the withdrawing their notes, and thas the circulation 
would become much, more narrowed than it was at present, and the 
distress would thus be materially increased. ‘ 


Lord KING condemned the mearnres brought forward by Ministers, 
and contended that they had merely resorted to tricks, to prevent, if they 
could, an appearapce ef inconsistency, whilst their measures were ia 
reality most inconsistent. As to poors rates alluded to by the Noble Ear! 
(Laverpool), it must be evident that their pressure was increased hy the 
taxation apon articles of consumption, and therefore their increase was 
undoubtedly to be attributed to the pressare of Government taxes. 


Lord SUFFIELD, in corroboration of what had been stated by 
Lord King, with regard to the poors rates, read a statement for the pur- 
pose of shewing their proportionate increase with the increase of the 
National Debt. ; 

The Earl of LIVERPOOL expressed a wish that the Noble Lord 
(Suffield) would inform himself, before the next discussion, of the snbject 
of the amoant of the poors rates two’ years ago, when the National Debt 
remained the same. 

Lord HOLLAND wished the Noble Eari (Liverpoo!), before the 
next discussion of the sabject, to inform himself whether putting money 
into the pockets of the rich was amore beneficial measure than keepiog 
it in the pockets of the poor ? :

NAVIGATION LAWS. 


' Mr. LAMBTON said, he roxe to present two Petitions, one from. 
the Ship owners of Sunderiand, and the other from the Ship-ownere of 
South Shields, against the Navigation Bill, introduced by the Right He- 
pourable Gentleman (Mr. Wallace). fie should aot enter og the discus- 
sion of that question then, asan opportanity would be afforded on the 
second reading, when the House would be in the possession of the reas. 
sons of the Right Honourable Gentleman. There were, however, some, 
allegations in thé Petitions which be was anxions to read to the House.’ 
These Petitioners embarked their Property in shipping, under the pro- 
tection ofthe Navigation Laws. at property as ten considerably 
depreciated since the peace ; and from the cheapness in the on(fit of 
ships, it would be impossible for British shipping te compete with them, 
ia the event of any relaxation of the Navigation Laws, That

sels. The price of building in London was 261. per ten; ia the out- 
ports, &e. 16!., while foreign ships were built in Norway, Sweden, and 
Hamburgh, at 8. per ton. A similar disproportion existed iu the prices 
of other articles, and in the pay of seamen’s wages. If, however, the 
Right Honourable Gentieman (Mr. Wallace), who bad introduced the 
Bill, should be able to satisfy him that the evil consequences appre- 
hended by the Petitioners would not result from the alteration he pro- 
posed; if be were competent to shew, that under that relaxation of the 
Navigation Laws, British vessels coald still successfally compete with 
foreigners, he was got disposed to oppose the measure, It was a subject 
that attracted the greatest consideration of our ancestors, and whether 
that system was to be preserved in all its strictness, or to be relaxed, by 
their posterity, still he trusted that it would receive the fullest consider- 
ation of the Legislature. 


The Petitions were then bronght up. 


Sir I. COFFIN said, that if the shipping interests were not pro- 
tected, this country would never fig ht another naval battle. 


Lord ALTHORP did not think it possible that any such dangerous 
effects as the Petitiouers apprehended could follow the adoption of the 
measure. The preference that foreign vessels obtained from the cheap- 
ness of outfit, alluded to by his Hononrable Friend, would be more than 
counterbalanced by the expences that must be incurred in the establish- 
ment of depbis, wharis, duties of loading and unloading. 


Mr. GLADSTONE supported the prayer of the Petition. 


Mr. M. A. TAYLOR observed, that unless he saw very strong 
reasons, he should be reluctant to give bis support to any alteration of 
that Navigation policy under which this country had so long flourished, 
and to which her maritime greatness was mainly attributable. He must 
indeed be well convinced before he could consent to sacrifice a enbstan- 
tial good to a precarious advantage. 

neral GASCOYNE stated that he should have to present a simi- 
lar dette from Liverpool. He was unable, in the Bill before the 
House, to discover the equivalent to which we were about te give up our 
ancient policy. In place of equivalent, he saw nothing but every species 
of hostile disposition, he meant commercially, in the conduct of forcign 
pations towards this country. 

Mr. WALLACE adverted to the great inconvenience of anticipat- 
ing the discussion of a question not fully before the House, When the 
principle of the Bill was in discussion, he trusted he sheuld be able te 
state the reasons that justified it. 


Sir W. CURTIS wished to offer a few words on that important sub- 
ject. He considered the Shipping interest as the key-atone of our ma- 
ritime superiority and greatness (hear, hear); and if that stone were 
loosened or taken out, the whole of that proud superstructare would 
évon disappear. He would resist i¢ with ali bis force (a laugh); and 
hed he the voice of Stentor (a laengh), be should extend it te the extre- 
mities of the kingdom, in order to arouse the public miad toa sense of 

dan ‘hear, hear 

oa ee evOn, te explanation, stated, that he understood, from 
the best authority, that the charges, under the head of Wharf and Dork 
Duties, were one-fourth less in foreign countries than in Great Britain. 
He fully concarred in the architectaral simile (a laugh) of the Worthy 
Barowet the Member for London (Sir W. Curtis), and most certeinly, 
should oppose the Bill, if it were in any degree likely that such an-injary 
te eur maritime superiority wonld result from its adaption. 

Mr. ELLACE expressed his surprise, that when the attention of 
Gevernment had been directed to the consideration of the policy of our 
Navigation system, no proposition had been made by bis Majesty's Mi. 
nisters to redace the charges, the excessive charges to which the British 
Shipping was liable in every part of our dominions (Acer, Acar), These 
charges were double, and very ofteu treble in amount, of those paid by 
the shipping of other nations ; and fer what purpose were’ these ex- 
cessive charges levied ? To pay enormous salaries to Britich officers 
holding Colonial appoiutments. He mentioned that evil the more par; 
ti , becatise the remedy was a ere mutter of regulation, tobe a@- 
Jisted by the Government, without the interposition of that House. Let 
the House take jute its comideration the voyage of a British vessel to 
our Colonies—to Quebec, forinstance, there she was subjected to heavy 
charges, for ne other reason than to contribute to the large salary of a 
Collector of Customs, at from 3,000/. to 4,000. per anaum (heer, hear’). 
Aad he would ventare to say, that while at euch an inconsiderable port 
as Quebec, sach a sum wes paid to an English Collector; at New York, 
the most extensive port in the world; with the exception of Loedow and 

- Liverpool; and equalled only by the Clyde and Hull, the duties of the 
‘Collector were discharged at a salary of 600! a year (hear, Acer) Io 
many ofthe Weet India Intends there were two Collectors, and a British 
chip wes charged with duties te pay the salaries of both. There was 
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also another evil to which the British shipping was exposed, and its 
extent would be more fully explained when his Houourable Friend’s mo» 
tion, the Member for Aberdeen (Mr. Hume), was before the House. 
It arose from the excessive amount of Consular fees. In the Island 
of Sicily there were four ports, and fees were paid to the British Con. 
sul in each port (heer, hear), Before any attempt was made to intro- 
duce inte cur maritime pelicy the prieciples of a free trade, measures 
should have been previously adopted to relieve the shipping from those 
excessive and maltiplied to which it had been exposed ; and te 
haveit, at least, placed on a level in that instance with foreign shipping, 


General GASCUYNE wished to know when it was intesded to 
read the Navigation Regulation Bill a second time? 


Mr. WALLACE said he wished to move the second reading that 


evening, with an uuderstanding that the discussion should take place oo 
the Report. 


Mr. LAMBTON concurred io the arrangement, as did Mr. MAR- 
RYATT ; and after a few words from Sir W. DE CRESPIGNY avd 
Sie M. RIDLEY, who protested against being considered by any such 
arrangement to accede to the principle of the measure, the Petition was 
laid on the Table and ordered to be printed, 


AGRICULTURAL DISTRESS. 


Lord EBRINGTON presented a Petition from 792 Occupiers of 
Land in the district of Holdsworthy, in Devonshire, stating the unex. 
ampled distress auder which agriculture suffered, and attributing the 
cause to the unexampled pressare of taxation. They praved, therefore, 
that taxation be reduced in proportion to the Increased value of money, 
and that the poor’s-rate be levied on all species ot property. 

Mr. W. GORDON presented a Petition from the Shipowners of 
Aberdeen against the Navigation Bill, 


SCOTCH DISTILLATION. 


Captain WEMYSS presented a Petition from 2000 Farmers and 
Barley Growers of Fifeshine, praying that Scotch Whiskey shoald be al. 
lowed to be imported ivto England in the same manner as Irish Spirits 
were; it would increase the anuual cousumption of barley by 500,000 
qnartera, 

Sir R. FERGUSSON believed the consumption would be doubled 
by acceding to the wishes of the Petitioners, It was not a mete Scotely 
qneation, and he appealed therefore to the landed interest to support it, 
as it would give a market for their grain. 

Lord A. HAMILTON said he should have similar Petitions to 
present to the House. It was « strange state, that while Irish aud Eog- 
lish spirits were imported into Scotland, yet the Scotch dealer was not 
allowed to reimport these very spirits either into Irelaud or to England. 


The CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER said hie had no intenti- 
on to oppose the Petition, although there were many observations which 
he could make upon the subject, if he were not desirons to dvoid entering 
inte any debate upon it on the preseat occasion. A Notice Lord had ’ 
greatly overstated the case, when he had said the Scotch Distillers could 
not send: their spirits to England. He reminded the Noble Lord of ter- 
teiu regulations, by which they micht be enabled to de so. He did not 
tmean to say that the present system conid not be improved, hat the dnb. 
ject was at present in the hands of Commissioners, who were iuquiring | 
how far it was possible to lessen the existing restraints without injury 
te the revenue, and atthe same time to give protection to the fair tra. 
der. He believed that the consumption of barley was tow 260,000 quar. 
tors, He (the Chaueellor of the Exchequer) certainly wished every re. | 
lief to Agriculture, but be would rather that that relief shonid take place 
by the consumption of-becr, whieb sonrished the people, than by the

To the Editor of the Times. 

T have been greatly surprised to remark the supineness with 
which certain measures now ‘pending in Parliament, and which deeply 
iavolve some vital questions of national policy and moral obbigation, are 
regarded by the public. I allude particularly to that measere which, 
while it opens tbe market of the world to the trade of our West lodise 
colonies, perpetuates the ob ligation epon this country te boy its angare 
from them alone. 

This is a measure deeply affecting in its consequences all classes of 
the commanity, not merely the persons concerned in the trade of India, 
but the landhelders, the mauafacturers, and the ship-owners of the united 
kingdom, together with the immense mass of the consamers of sugars 
among as. I cannot, therefore, account for the infataation which has made. 
them all so indifferent to itsprogress. Stillless am I able to account for 
the extraordiuary apathy which has been shown on this eceasion by the 
friends of the African race, the enemies of oppression and slavery, bound 
as they arein consistency to resist so flagrant a violation of all their 
principles. 

Bat if the parties have Seen snpine and imactive, the same cannot 
be said of the West Lodian body aud of the colonial agents, whether in 
or out of Parliament. Never was parliamentary job so admirably got 
up as that with which they are now walking over the course in the House, 
of Commons; aud if we may judge from their growing demands, they, 
are tuliy sensible of the advantage they hive gained. They are not con- 
teut with abrogating oar navigation laws, with raising the price of su-, 
gar by arbitrary means, and with thus imposing upon us, for the sup- 
port of West India slavery, the evormons tax of & million and 8 half an- 
naally, They thik it not enongh to demand frond asa (rade (fee on their 
side, and fettered upon owrs—a resort to all foreign markets, with a mo- 
wupoly of eur own; but, in addition tu all these innovations, ‘they 
call npon us to renounce in their favour our splendid prospects in the 
East. They demand that we shall foregs the immense advantages of 
our Asiatic commerce, which bas of late kept our looms in activity, and 
ia some de gree redeemed onr national prosperity, by refusing us the re- 
turns which the agricultural faculties of British India would make to 
the maou facturing industry of Great Britain. 

Their mandate is, that we shonid shut ont the sngars of Bengal, 
raised by fr ee hands, and bonght with our manufactures, in order that 
we may have to pay them for the sagars of the West Indies, raised by’ 
slaves working under the whip, a price high enongh to make it worth the 
planter’s while to prosecute for ever his odious and reicatless system. 

Aud for whom are we te mike all these sacrifices? For colonies 
which, independently of the tax paid them in the increased price of their 
sugars, cost now, even io time of profound peace, in order fo maintain 
their misgovernment, god to protect them against their slaves, an im- 
mense sunaal sum, besides the lives of numbers of onr veteran troopse— 
for colonies, too, which affect to be independent of the authority 
of Parliament ; which would argue us out of the right aud duty of legis- 
lating for the reformation of their interior abuses, thongh we must pay 
80 dearly for defending them ; and which, even when we stoop to avlicit 
what we are boand in duty to ordain, have disregarded onr solicitations, 

This brief appeal may be in vain ; and we may for a time be enslave 
ed by onr slave-masters, but the people of England will soever of later 
resene themselves from such domination. The power ef pabiic epinies 
will be invoked: the trae case will be developed ; and it wili be seen 
whether the country will endure that the interests of a smail class shall 
prevail over those of the nation at large,at the expense of moral as well 
as political principle. The cry of the West Indians, daring their long 
and successtul.straggie to retain the execrable slave trade, waa ‘No 
slaves, no sagar.” The ery of the people of England, Lam peranaded, 
will soon be, “ Free sugar, and no elaves.”’ . ,
